OUR EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


Pioneers (1922) in the field of assisting students to obtain 
higher education, Knights Templar through our Educational 
Foundation have made loans when needed to 63,995 young 
people in the total amount of $21,785,754 as of the end of 
1968. At that time the net worth of the Foundation 
nationally was $5,503,961, of which $3,423,601 was in the 
hands of student borrowers. Certainly such a massive and 
mature program, undertaken and pursued over the years 
without self interest, must be a satisfaction to every mem- 
ber. Some, possibly learning the basic facts for the first 
time, may ask ‘How may I help this worthy enterprise?” 
May I suggest to them, and to all Knights Templar — 


Learn about it. The Foundation, though national in 
scope and directed by a national committee, is administered 
in each jurisdiction by a ‘Division Committee." Loans 


may be made to students above high school level taking 
college, post graduate, vocational or technical training, 
provided they are in the last two years of the intended course 
of study. Loan limit is $1,500 in each of the last two 
years, but the Division Committee may approve up to 
$2,500 if for last year only. Interest charged is presently 
5% beginning at time of graduation or other termination, 
and repayments are scheduled over a 4-year period. There 
are forms, of course, designed to satisfy the Division Com- 
mittee that the student (1) needs the loan, (2) will be 
successful, and (3) will repay the loan. More information 
may be obtained from your Commandery Chairman, your 
Grand Recorder (Secretary of the Division Committee), 
or by writing to Sir Knight Rodenhauser at the Grand 
Encampment office.

Just a word or two about our Christmas Cheer Appeal. 
I am quite pleased to be able to tell you that about 25% 
of our members found themselves in a position to share 
in this endeavor.

Your Commander has been involved for a number of 
years in the field of education. He has held a number of 
positions in state and local teachers’ associations; working 
with those who seek to improve education in Massachusetts 
and upgrade the status of the teaching profession. With 
his associates he has watched with great concern the mount- 
ing cost of, especially, public education. The cost of 
maintaining a school system — implementing modern educa- 
tional methodology, and keeping up with the population 
explosion — absorbs more than fifty per cent of the muni- 
cipal budget in the great majority of Massachusetts com- 
munities, There is no disputing that the cost of modern 
education has placed all but unbearable pressure on the 
property tax rates in nearly every city and town, 


How long can real estate taxes support the schools? 
Many of us in education have wondered when public officials 
would realize that they must confront this problem. And 
all of us who have grimly contemplated yet another huge 
raise in our taxes when the annual bills have been received 
have also wondered and felt a sense of deep frustration. 


Sir Knight Basbas, during the course of his public service 
career as a state legislator and as Mayor of Newton, has 
sought alternatives to bring relief to the property holder 
and his tenants, Over the past number of months he has 
discussed the matter with legislators and community leaders 
throughout Massachusetts and has prepared a number of 
proposals to involve the state far more substantially and 
directly in the funding of education, These proposals, if 
implemented, might go a long way toward stabilizing 
property tax and rent levels in Massachusetts. He will 
discuss them with us this evening. We believe his talk will 
be one of the most significant presented in Boston Commandery 
in many years!
